Inſomuch, that while you would be thought zealous to Abolith che Name 
of Popery, you are no lefſe zealous to Eltabliſh. the Doctrine of « ; 
Whereof, at leiſure. 

The ſuddain bolting out of this Phantome from behinde the Han- 
ging, may ſo far ſerve a preſent turn, as to ſtartle, and ſurpriſe 
the undiſcerning Vulgar : Yet, when, upon Second. and Recolle&t- 
ed thoughts, this Mormo ſhall come to be _— and taken to 
pieces; the very multitude themſelves, rhat were affrighted at the 
Apparition, will be aſham'd of the mpoſture. The thing that I 
would ſay, is this; that the Trathis ſomewhat too much Ayperbe- 
liz d, in a Declamatory Torrent of Words, and Exuberance of 
Phanſy, without any one Concluding and Convincing Period. If 
Apollo had been of Counſel with the Authour, he would have ad- 
vis'd him to the Moderating of his Charatter, as he does Olans Mag-

minded him, that ſome things are in our our own Power, and others are 
not ſoz and that the ſubject matter of his Diſcourſe being wholly 
out of His Cognizance, he might have done well to have RE 
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in Maſquerade, © ;. 
buſineſs of the Succeſſion to the Ordering of Gods Providence. . 
This is aSubje& (I know) that whoever touches upon it, treads 
upon Burning (vals; and there mult be great (@«tor, as well as 
Tanocence, to carry a man through this Ordeal: For who ſhall dare to. 
Diſpute the danger of a Popsſh Succefſor ? But ſo far am I from un- 
dertaking that Province, that I'le compound the matter with him 
beforehand ; and take all his ſuppoſitions of Difficulties and Haz- 
Zards inthe Cale, for Granted. But then 1 muſt diſtinguiſh betwixt 
the unhappy circumſtance of being under the Allegeance of a t rince

difficulties Both ways, to juſtifie the Reſolution : For otherwiſe at the 
beſt, a mandoes well but by chance. Now it would have been fair 
play, in the Charafer-writer, if he had candidly Ballanc'd the mat- 
ter, and told us, Thi is the danger One way, and That Another. 
Secondly, It happens, many times, that we have no other Choice

oppoſe, the Daties of Chriſtians, .of-Sbjetts, and of Honeſt mer, 
to all hazzards whatſoever; and patiently: to endure whatever 
we cannot, with Conſcience, and Hownr ,: either Reſt; or De» 

celine + according to the Practiſe of the Primitive Martyrs, who 
witneſſed their Profeſſion with their Bloxd, as Chriſtians and Submit- 
ted, as Leyal Subj-tts, without Reſiſtance. So that we are not to go» 
vernour ſelves by a Naked Speculation of the Perils that we are to 
encounter, andthe Means of avoiding them ; without enquiring inte 
the Conſiſtency of thoſe means with the Meafnres of Conſcience and 
Duty. But there is one Main point yet behind; which is in effect 
the very Hinge of the Controverſie. And this is it. If there ſhall be 
any thing ſound in this (harater of a Popiſh Succeſſour, that ſhall ei- 
ther opcrate upon the Legal Conttitution of the Engliſh Monarchy, 
or Reflect Perſonally = the Honour, or Fuſtice of his Majeſty now 1n 
Being ; the Pretext of the Szcceſſivx will be look't upon only as a Sral- 
king- Herſe to Countenance an approach to ſome further Deſign : In 
which Caſe, the Queſtiox will not be any longer the Religion of a Suc- 
eeſſour, but the very Right it ſelf of Kingly Power. And here I muſt 
expound my ſelf once again ; that I Speak only to the Anonymus- 
Obaratter of a Popiſh Sncceſſour, without the leaſt Reference to any 
Publique, and Authoritative Debates, or Cornſels, And ſol ſhall pro- 
ceed, ( in the Firſt place ) tothe Charatter of a Papiſt in Maſguerade..

And this Calamity 
is not wrought ſo much by the Bare-fac'd Papiſts, that march Pub- 
liquely under the Popes Banner, owning their Cauſe, and -makin 
their Attacks io View , not ſo much by Theſe,(l ſay) as by the Paps/ts 
in Maſquerade, that work under-ground, like Xoles ; and, fall in 
vpon our Quarters, uader the Semblance of Friends, with our own 
Word and Colors. .It has been a great part of the buſineſſe of the 
Preſſe, to ſet forth the Bare-fac'd.Papiſt to. the Life, : and: to affect us 
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Author) that Preach

with a foft vary for the Frinciples of the Feſurtes : So.that 
ſhall not cloy the: Reader with Redunaances; eſpecially ſince the

of Vaſſals to Monarchs are greater then thoſe of. Monarchs to Vaſſar... 


By the Obligation of an Oath, I preſume he means the Rel:gious Ob- 
ligation of it , becauſe he ſpeaks of That Obligation from which the 
Pope pretends a power to abſolye him. Now if this be his Mind; 
That Obligation is not ( as he ſays )the only Motive to the: keeping, 
of his Oath ;z but there is a Super-Additional Reafon of State, and 
Political Contemplations, over and above, Take that for gran- 
zed once, that there's no Truſting to the-Oath of 4 Roman Catholique 
Prince; and ye cut the very Ligaments of Society, and Commerce, 
There's an End of All Treatyes, and Alliances ; amicable and 
mutual Offices betwixt Chriſtian Princes, ,and States :; Nay. in 
One word, :ereft'but This Maxim ; you turn Europe into a.Sham- 
bles, and put Chriſtendom, without any more ado, into a State 
of War. For where there's no Truſt, there can be noSecurity : 
And then we know upon Experience,. that the Outrages of Jelou-- 
ſy, forthe Preventing of [maginary Evills, are aCtually- the molÞ 
dreadfull of Real ones themſelves. This Opinion' makes us-a'Scorn 
and a Prey to Ifidels, and Stripsus of all that is Divine; and Rea- 
ſonable in us, together: PE 

I am nor ignorant yet, either of the. Doftrine, or of 
the Prattice of ſeveral. Profligate Wretches - of the - Romau 
Communion , . in: This Impious Particular. . But they are ſuch 
then, as, are wholly:.loſt in- Brutality... and. Bndncgs, : and 

neither. 
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I* neither-do, nor can” believe all Papiſts to 'be. equally” ſuſcepti- 
ble of That Unchriſtian Impreſſion. | It is a Poſition that may be 
made -uſe of ar a 'Dead Lift, to ſerve a Political Turn. And the 
_ Frick- will not paſle neither, but upon ſome Enthiſiaſtique Sick- 
"headed Zzalot, that takes all his Dreams for Viſions, and the 
Vapours- of his Diſtemper for Revelations. We have had of theſe 
Romiſh Diſpenſations and Abſolutions in: abundance, among our 
Own Fanatical Jeſuites, and not only the Doctrine aſſerted, bus 
the Duty alſo of abjuring our Oaths of Allegiance and Canoni-.

I Anſwer, that the breaking of an Oath, out of a Luſt of being 
Great, is the Crime properly of an Ambitious Prince, not of a Po- 
Piſh -- For he does not conſiilt his'Religion, but only : his Glory, in 
the Committing of it. And the fame Thitſt of me, op with the 


fame degree of Indifference, as to the'Buſineſſe of Right or wrong, 
$5 HK in 
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in concurrence with the ſame Advantages ofPower and Opportuni» 
ty, would have produced the very ſame eſlefts ina Prince of any o- 
ther Judgment. Well, but he does an Il] thing knowingly ; and ſo 
are moſt of the Ill things that are done in the World, without any 
regard to the difference of Proteſtant or Papiſt. But Then his Ap» 
lication of This 1l| thing done to another Prince of the ſame Per» 
waſion is only the cutting of One Diaraond with another ; and no- 
thing at all to our Caſe. 
But much more will a Popiſh Prince m. England (ſays he) &c.— 
Does it follow Here that. becauſe a man would rather forſwear him- 
ſelf xo bring a Good thing to paſs, then,_a Bad one, ( though we 
are to do no evill at all that Good may come of it ) that therefore 
for the compaſling ofa good end a man will forſwear himſelf? Nei- 
ther havel ever as yer heard of the Merit of propagating any Reli- 
gion, by Perjury : Or that the Conſciences of any ſort of Chriſtians 
could juſtifie them ina Crime which even Infidels themſelves by the 
meer inſtinct of Nature have in extreme abhorrence. And he follows 
the point yet further.

Firſt , 
then, if a Papilt Reign ; the Tudges, Sheriffs,, Fuſtices of the Peace, 
and all the Fudiciary Officers are of the King*s Creation : and as ſuch, 
how far may the influence of Preferment; on baſer Conſlitutioms, culPd 
out for his purpoſe, prevail even to deprave the very Throne cf Juſtice 


her ſelf ;, and makg our Tndges uſe even eur Proteſtant Laws them- 


ſelves to open the: firſt Gate to Slavery. —_ ; 


We are juſt now upon a Preliminary to the Nineteen Old -Prope- 
ſions over again. For fear of an-Arbitrary Power, the King was 


not to be truſted with the Choice of his own Officers. But no © 


thovght taken for the ſecuring of the Government from Popular 
Tumults and InſurreCtions, in caſe of lodging that truſt in any o- 
ther hand. Bcſide the putting of the King into an incapacity of 
roviding for the juſtice, 2nd ſecurity of the Government. But 
heis ſo far however-in the right; that rhe perverring of that pow- 
er my endanger the State. And for that conſideration,it'is a Truſt 
not to be partcd with, leſt jt ſhould once more be re-apply'd to 
the deſtruction of the King and People, as it was before. . It is a 
certain Truth, that a Prince, by the abuſe of his Power may prove 
a Tyrant. Butit is as certain again, that there is not any form, 
or temperawent of Sovereignty imaginable, that is not lyable to 
- the ſame poſlibjlity. For Tyranny it ſelf, is only the ſtraining of 
the Eſſential and neceſſary powers of Government beyond their. 
pi:ch. Wehave experimented the worſt effets of Uſurpation , 
and Corruption , and of turning the Equity of the Law againſt 
the Letter of it; nay of ſetting up the Laws themſelyes againſt 
| the 
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the very authority that made them. And all this would never - 
have done the. work neither, if the faction had.not ſupply*d the 
want of Laws for their purpoſe in ſome caſes, and ſuperſeded v- 
thers that were againft them, by an Arbitrary Device of Yores,and 
Ordinances. So that the hazard is nothing ſo great as he repre- 
ſents it,in the hand of a Prince, for want of that power of Enatting 
and Repealing, which the Faction poſſeſſed themſelves of by an U- 
ſurpation. But alas! ( ſays he, Pag. 8.) The Laws in corrupted 
Fudges hands have been too often uſed as barbarouſly as the Gueſts of 
Procruſtes., who had a Bed for all Travellers ;, but then he either cut 
them ſherter, or ſtretch*d them longer , tofit them to it, 

And is not this very charitably done now; to imagine the worſt 
things that either ever were or can be done; Of a Prince, (ad- 
mitting my Author's ſuppofition) whoſe Empire, Safety ; Do- 
nions ; and the wel-fare of whoſe People, are all dependent 
upon his good behaviour, and juſtice ? So that he ventures his All 
on the one ſide, to get nothing on the other, Here is. the fanſie 
of remote and uncertain difficulties,oppo*sd toour preſent ſecurity and 
well-being | and after a Capital Sentence, pronounced with a for- 
mality of Law, upon gn Imperial Prince, as a 7raytor-to the So- 
vereionty of the People;, We axe now opening the way to bring a- 
nother Prince to the Scaffold. For that's the Scope of ſeveral Vi- 
Tulent Libels, - both printed and written , that have at preſent, 
their free courſe without controll 2 Theſe are the Incendiaries 
I ſpeak of, and noother. [Well (ſays he again) but if the publick 
Atiniſters of Fuſtice betray the Liberty of the Subjett,, The YSubjett 
may Petition for a Parliament to puniſh *em for't. But what if che 
will neither hear one, nor cali the other ? who ſhall compel him ?] This 
is a very artificial way of getting a ſhoot at the King through 
the Duke; and to intimate the Exerciſe of an Arbitrary Power, 
by this manner of ſuppoſing it. It was by theſe very ſteps of accu- 
ſing evil Councellours ; crying out for juſtice againſt them ; and 
for a Parliament to puniſh them ; that the Faction mounted the 


Government, and ſtrip*d his Majeſty ; firſf of his Friends; then of 


his Revenue z next of his Liberty ; and laſtly of his Life, and all this 
was actually done. for fear of no body knew what. Ther*s ro doubt 
(fays the Charater) but hee*l find ſufficient aſſiſtance from the Pope, 
Engliſh Papiſts, and Foreign Princes ; beſide the Revenues of the 


Crown. And then having but a prudent eye , and a tenacious hard to 
Wa 
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manage his Exchequer ;, we ſhall find heel never call that People we 
never have need of, fol. 8.] He ſuppoſes here an aſliſtance for a 
Prince in poſſeſſion of his Crown. But an aſſiſtance for whar.unleſs 
in caſe of a Rebellion? Or is. it an aſliſtance to enable him to 
live without Parliaments? As if Foreign Princes would be at 
that charge, to be never the better ſort.” Or if he means a Mi- 
litary Aſſiſtance toward the ſettling of him in the Poſſeſſion of an 
Abſolute Power; his Intereſt undoubtedly will be much greater 
in the ſupporting of him as an Hezr, than in advancing him as a 
Tyrant ;, beſide, that for one Engliſh Man to ſerve him in ſuch an 
unwarrantabledeſign,he will have an bunared,in caſe of any unjuſt 
deluſion,to ſtand by him in the defence or recovery of an nadoubt- 
ed Right. This is only the quitting of one Pamphlet with ano- 
ther; and to make uſe of that liberty my ſelf which is :allow?d 
to others. [_ But all this while (ſays he) the Pope us not Abſolute. 
There wants a Standing Army to Crown the Work, : And be fhall 
bave.it, for who ſhall binder him? Nay, all his Commanders ſhall 
be preſent qualifi*d,even by our Proteſtant Teſt, for the employment. 
We have not forgot the Time when oxe ſtanding Army was Raiſed 
for fear of ano:he7;, and between Thirty and Forty Thouſand Men 
kept in Pay for a matter of thirteen or fourte@ years together, 
when the War was over, and not one Enemy left inthe Field ; 
one King impriſon®d,and another in Baniſhment z Taxes multi- 
plyd; The People peed to the very Bones; and the Perſons 
aad Eſtates of Free-born Engliſh Men ſubjefted to the moſt Scan- 
dalous Tyranny that ever was inilicted upon reaſonable Creatures. . 
And what wasche Ground and Foundation'of this Calamity ? The 
Multitude were Buzz?d in the Head , that the King was Popiſh- 
ly inclin'd, and govern'd by Jeſnitical Councels; nothing but - 
Papiſts about him , and two or three Antichriſtian Biſhops ( a 
Pack of Tories, and Tantvies) and a mighty noiſe there was - 
of German Horſe , and the bringing of an Army up to Town to 
awe the City ; and the Parliament : and the very fear alone of 
theſe ſhadows Tranſported them into the uttermoſt extremities of 
rage and confuſion. ?Tis true, there was no Plot afoot then, as 
there is now; but they made ſnfficient ſhift, withour it, to do 
thcic own, and the Kingdoms buſineſs.

Burt is 
not this better yet,than Spiriting away of Apprentices from their 
Maſters; decoying the poor Wenches out of their Bodkins and 
Thimh les, and ſqueezing a Rebellion out of the Goſpel?

Or is it not rather the Luxy- 
riancy of a high-flown thought ? How comes it to be ſo flagitious.

This way of ſaying that they 
wi! not give Money, (which is more yet than he knows) carries the

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Will he have ir then that our Afions and our Thoughts are bound

Or will he call thoſe mo- 
tsucs yirreſiſtible, that do only prompr, and invite us to the doing of 
any thing ? He has ſcrewed up Tyranny and injuſtice here, to the 
higheſt degree of cruelty and terrour. And now if this barbarous 
rigour be fo inleparable from the Genins of the Religion ; how 
comes it that a French Popiſh King ſhould be berter natur'd to his 
Subjeas of the Reform'd Religion, then he will allow an Engliſh Po- 
piſh King capable of being toward his Proteſtant Subjefts.

There 
was a general Maſſacre propounded of all the Cavaliers that had been 
in arms, which I am well afſur'd was carried but by one voice in 
the negative; There were upward of a hundred ſequeſter*d Mini- 
ſters crowded into a priſon, where they knew there was a raging 
Plague; and, as I am credibly inform?d, there was not a thirtierh 
Parr of them came off alive. - And for theſe Diabolical ARions the 
Perſccutors were enroll*d into the number of the Saints. 


Char. ©* Nay (ſays he.) the very outrage of Thefts, Murthers,

limits of a Legal Adminiſtration. 

And if he can never expect to gainthis point , by calling in Aux- - 
illaries from beyond the Seas : much leſs will he be able to do it, up- 
on the bottom of his own Intereſt, and within himſelf : For there - 
muſt go a great many more hands than his own to ſuch a work. And : 
to ſay that he may Co it , by his Officers or Mioifters, by the torce - 
of Gratifications, Penſions, or the Promiſes and Hopes-of Prefer- 
ment an Advantage: That Objcetion-may be eafily obviatcd : For 
it is a thing of clear and ealy proſpect : the Forming of ſuch a Scheme

As for our Lives and Liberties ;, we hold them by the Common

| of Antiquity for the clearing of Chriſtianity in a caſe where the 
. common Principles of Human Nature are ſufficient to ſet us right ? 


Firſt, There is the violation of a Goſpel-Precept, in doing evil that 
good may come of it, As certainly the diveſting of a Prince of his 
right, in an unwarrantable way of doing it, is a very ill thing. I 
ſpeak all this while to the Charatter of a Popiſh Succeſſor ; which pu- / 
ſhes on the People, hand over head, to the end, without that re- 
gard to the Means, which the Cauſe, I think, does require : But af- 
ter this, when a-lawful Authority intervenes, the ſtate of the Que- 
ſtjon is quite another thing ; for it is no longer Religion, but Poltcy 
that will be the Subject then-in conſideration. 

Secondly, T he admittance of this Poſition dots in a Complement 
to Chriſtianity, overthrow all Religion, and puts all Chriſtians in- 
toa ſtate of Hoſtility : for there are ſome parricrlars, undoubted- 
ly, of all or pe that do firmly believe themſelves to be in the 
Right. And then conſequently, every divided Party is that to the 
other which a Pepiſh Succeſſor is to the Author of the Charafer. And 
at thisrate Chriſtians are in the worſt condition of all Mortals, by 

. making it a point of Conſcience to Enter worry one another. To 
ſay nothing of the Scandal they bring upon the Goſpel, by erecting
